1 . Claims 1 , 3-1 7, 49, 51 , and 53-56 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior 
art of record failed to teach a method of cleaning a processing apparatus, comprising the steps of: 

after processing a substrate placed in an inner chamber of the substrate processing 
apparatus, elevating a temperature of the inner chamber higher than that 
maintained while processing the substrate; exhausting a space between the inner 
chamber and an outer chamber that accommodates the inner chamber to maintain a 
pressure of the space to be lower than that outside the outer chamber; supplying a 
cleaning gas into the inner chamber; and removing substances to be cleaned off 
which are adhered to an inside of the inner chamber, while cooling the outer 
chamber as claimed.
